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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8-29, and 31-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claim 1 , the prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest, in 
combination with the other limitations of the claim, detecting noise activity in a channel 
as a function of conditional comparisons of at least one of historical voice activity 
detection values, historical signal values, and noise step values. 

In regard to claim 23, the prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest, in 
combination with the other limitations of the claim, identifying speech segments from a 
noise component as a function of conditional comparisons of at least one of historical 
voice activity detection values, historical signal values, and noise step values. 

In regard to claim 35, the prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest, in 
combination with the other limitations of the claim, a noise step detector that detects 
and attacks a noise increase or decrease as a function of conditional comparisons of at 
least one of historical voice activity detection values, historical signal values, and noise 
step values.
